AMERICAM BAR ASSOCIATION AND GEORGE WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY 

SIGN AGREEMENT ON CENTER FOR STUDY OF ADMINISTRATIVE JUSTICE 

WASHINGTON, D.C,, Sept. 13 — The American Bar Association and The 
George Washington University have signed a joint agreement to establish 
the nation's first educational facility for the study of administrative 
justice at a university. 

The agreement was signed by ABA President Chesterfield H, Smith and 
CWU President Lloyd H. Elliott. 

The aba's Center for Administrative Justice, established in 1972 by 
the organization's board of governors, has for its purpose the advancement 
of administrative justice in society at all levels of government. Initial 
funding came from a public service grant of the American Bar Endowment. 

The center will have an educational program, including seminars 
and special courses, a research program, and a library and publications 
program. Areas of administrative law such as health, housing, consumer 
protection, veterans' benefits, zoning, energy, transportation, and welfare 
rights will be subjects of study and research for the center.

The center, which has been headquartered In New York City, has opened 
temporary headquarters at 1785 Massachusetts Ave., N.W. Offices on or near 
the George Washington campus will be opened soon. 

Commenting on the agreement, AEA President Smith said that the affilia¬ 
tion with the University would "fulfill the center's primary purpose — 
providing educational and training programs In the administrative justice 
field." 

He noted that an estimated 50,000 lawyers In the United States specialize 
In administrative law -- Inside and outside of government agencies — and 
that their actions and decisions affect all citizens In their everyday lives. 

President Elliott hailed the ABA affiliation and welcomed the 
opportunity for the university to serve as the academic "home" for the 
wide-ranging activities of the center. 

The agreement provides for "mutual support" between the university 
and the new center. The center, however, will have Its own staff, and will 
be funded and administered by the ABA as an activity of Its Section of 
Administrative Law.

Courts for tennis, handball, squash, volleyball, and other sports will 
also be provided, along with an area for indoor baseball batting and golf 
practice. 

One of the building's unique features will be its versatility. With 
the bulk of the arena's seats folded, an additional full-sized gymnasi\aa 
will become available, together with a large space for wrestling, fencing, 
and other sports. 

Office space, locker rooms, showers, and handball and squash courts 
will be contained in the Smith Center's lower levels. 

The building is sched\iled to be completed early in 1975. 

Charles E. Smith of Washington, the well-known humanitarian and 
philanthropist, is a member of the GWU Board of Trustees, and is chairman of 
its Development Committee. He is the donor of the lobby in the university's 
basic sciences building, the Wsilter G. Ross Hall.

LANDSCAPE ARCHITECT ASSISTANTS TO BE TRAINED AT GWU 


WASHINGTON,D.C. — A certificate program to train landscape architect 
assistants, one of the nation's first formal training programs for these 
paraprofessionals, will be inaugurated in January 1974 by the Continuing 
Education for Women program at George Washington University. 

This year-long program was developed by CEW (a division of the university's 
College of General Studies) after consultation with an advisory board of 
landscape architects, leaders of national organizations for landscape 
^ architects, horticulturists, and nurserymen; Dr. John L. Creech, director of 
the National Arboretum; and Dorn C. McGrath, chairman of GWU's Department 
of Urban and Regional Planning. 

The program is the latest effort by CEW to provide women, as well as 
men, with high-quality training and marketable skills in career areas that 
are not traditional for women. In 1972, CEV; launched a highly successful 
legal assistant program to prepare men and women to assist lawyers in 
research, writing, and other out-of-court functions. 

"The professionals we consulted indicated there is a very real need 
for people to work at the paraprofessional level in landscape architecture," 

said Mrs. Margaret James, the CEV7 staff member who is coordinating the 
program. 

Gary 0. Robinette, a member of the program's advisory board and 
associate executive director for education and research of the American 
Society of Landscape Architects, had this to say about the need for landscape

eurchitect assistants: 

"With the current environment crisis and the interest in landscape 
planning and development, there is intense need for additional personnel to 
meet these technical needs* We feel the program being developed at George 
Washington University has the potential to develop the type of personnel 
needed to assist in handling some of the critical environment problems 
currently facing the nation." 

A curricvilian of evening classes in drafting, construction, plant materials, 
plant and spatial design, and the history of garden design will be taught by 
practicing professional landscape architects and horticulturists. Student 
design projects \uider professional supervision will be required. 

The need for the program is apparent, and we are particularly 
happy with the balanced curriculum which gives emphasis to the need for 
practical knowledge of plant materials, as well as training in the principles 
of design, said 0. Keister Evans, executive director of the American 
Horticulture Society and an advisory board member. 

Program graduates would be equipped to work on private and public 
landscape architecture programs and with nurseries, parks, botanical 
gardens, and eurboretums. 

To assure that the program keeps abreast of developments in the 
professional field, liaison will be maintained with professional societies 
for landscape architects, horticulturists, and nxirserymen, and with urban 
planners. The program will be evaluated regularly against its own goals 
and those of the professions. 

The program will be open to men and women with a high school 
diploma or the equivalent. Approximately 20 students will be selected 
from applicants for the program's first year.
